The DuBois Clubs are reputed to be groups of Communist Party 
youth and are supposedly officered by Party members. 

In the audiences of all the speeches were F.B.I, and San 
Francisco Police informants who advised that the talk closely 
followed Lane's defense brief for Oswald, and he covered all the 
points that appeared in the brief. No handouts were made to the 
press, although Lane contacted various newspapers in the area con- 
cerning pre-epeech publicity. 

As far as can be determined at this time, Lane is not scheduled 
for additional speeches in the area. Contact was made at Bastings 
College of Law, San Francisco State College, City College of San 
Francisco, and at none of these institutions had inquiry been made 
on behalf of Lane.

No further investigation 
is being conducted in this matter by this office. 

Handwriting of Kendrick leaves very little doubt that he is the writer 
of a threatening letter with illegible signature, found by the officials 
of the Federal Correctional Institution, Lompoc, and referred to this 
office under file C0-2-35.689/ This matter will be investigated on an 
agents next trip to that area.

I am attaching a letter addressed to the President in which the 
above-named man states that he can give testimony regarding the assas- 
sination of President Kennedy. Also attached is a handwritten statement 
by Kendrlck regarding the same matter. Kendrlck has stated that he 
wishes to talk to an agent of the appropriate investigative agency, I 

Kendrick was sentenced on July 2, 1963, In the Northern District ■ 
of California at Sacramento, to serve a minority term (3 years, 10 months, 
7 days) under the Federal Juvenile Delinquency Act (Dyer Act). He was 
originally committed to the Federal Correctional Institution, Englewood, 
Colorado, on July 13, 1963 and was transferred here on January 29, 1964. 
He Is eligible for parole consideration at any time under the provisions 
of the Federal Juvenile Delinquency Act. His sentence will expire with 
part of good time on July 31, 1966. (He has forfeited 28 days statutory 
good time and has had 14 days good time withheld.) 

for your information. While 1 am not in a position to accurately assess 
the accuracy of his statement attached, I regard him as an unstable, un- 
principled young man who cannot be relied upon. 

If I can be of any assistance to you, please let me know.

Reforonoe Iei !^de to your 0/fa of February 12. 1964, directing that Mohamad 
Reggab bo Interviewed at Berlin concerning his alleged BEooolatlon with 
Mrs. Marina Oswald during tho period January 1961 until May 1961. 

On Fsbruary 20, 1964, inquiry at tho U.S. Mission, Berlin, disclosed that 
Reggab first came to tho notice of tho Anerioon Refugee Center on May 18, 
1963. Reggab had arrived in April 1963 in Berlin with his wife at which 
timo his wife vac five monthB pregnant. A personal record was taken on 
Reggab at the Refugee Conter which indicated he had previously resided in 
the Soviet Union. A oopy of this personal record una obtained and is 
herewith attached. 

Booauso of Reggob's prior residence in the Soviet Union, ha woo debriefed 
by on offloial agency ot which tine he indicated on eotive dislike for the 
Soviet way of life. Interviewers were in contact with Reggab shortly 
after November 27, 1963, when he volunteered information oonoernlng his 
alleged association with Mrs. Marina Oswald In Moscow during the parlod 
January to May 1961. Reggab was Interviewed a number of times on these 
points, ao recently aa February 1, 1964, when he was given u polygraph 
examination oonoernlng hlo alleged association with Mrs. Oswald which lndieatod 
deception. The evaluation of thlo polygraph examination and the topes 
were forwarded to the United States about February 3, 1964. 

During bia frequent contacts with official souroes, Reggab indicated that 
ha woe burdened with a number of problems, some of them financial or In 
oonnootlon with his ambition for a scholarship, and ot least in one- instance 
he sought financial assistance. In the first week of February 1964, he 
informod his official contacts that he had received word from Casablanca 
that he had been awarded a full scholarship to study in Berlin, but that he 
had to return to Casablanca to complete the necessary orrangeoents. Be 
stated he expected to return to Berlin about March 1, 1964. Be planned to 
depart via railroad to Gibraltar and from thero prooeed to Tangier. Be 
endeavored to obtain money to underwrite his living expenses and other costs 
above and beyond his railroad tickets which ho bad obtained from his family. 
This request was denied, and ot no time was he given any money by any 
American eouroo. Reggab' s wife and child ware returning with him to Casablanca. 





Prior to his doparture, Reggab promised to obtain the letter nd photograph 
of lira. Oswald uhloh allegedly vara vith hlo possessions at his ln-laira 
la Casablanoa. Re promlsad to or ins thoae two item to Berlin whan ha 
returned about March 1, 1964, 

I made Inquiry at Nuernbergstrasso 19, Meat Berlin, on February 20, 1964, 
whore Reggab had occupied a one-room apartment vith his vife and baby. The 
janitor stated that Reggab had returned to Moroooo about two weeks bofore 
and had aald he vaa not returning to Berlin, 

On February 21 t 1964. X had a conversation vith an offiolal source who 
undertook to notify his headquartera, by priority cable of our interest In 
thlo natter vith the urgont request that the ooaplete file on Reggab be 
made available to this eervioe without delay. This will afford an opportunity 
of coordinating the efforts of the interested agendas, and the members of 
the President's Commission will be able to make an evaluation and determination 
if further efforts are desired to loon to and interview Reggab on the speoifio 
points raiBod in Nr. Shaffer's memorandum of February 7, 1964. 

Enclosed is o photograph of Reggab obtained from official souroes in Berlin. 
Also onolosod Is a oopy of a noveollprlng from the Berlin Tagaaeplegel . of an 
unopoolfiod date in August 1963, uhloh diaouaeos Reggab's hunger strike in 
Berlin baonuae ho vaa unable to obtain employment or scholarship support.
